We  made  it!  Finally  Freshmen  in  high  school.  Remember  that  first  day? 
" What’s  A Block?”  "How  do  l get  to  the  boys’  gym?”  "I  can’t  find  that  eleva- 
vator!”  We’ve  come  a long  way  since  then.  That  first  year  was  a winning  one. 
The  Raiders  and  the  Reading  Rockets  were  co-champs  in  Middlesex  League
